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EXPORTATION OF GOI.1>. 


The discussion of the financial ques- 


tion in Congress brings facts to the 
front which many have overlooked. 
The belief is prevalent that the ex- 
portation of gold from the United 
Stales to Europe was merely nominal 
nntil 1893. Senator Vest of Missouri 
in a speech in the Senate a few clrfys 
ago proved from official statements of 
the Treasury Department that this be- 
lief is erroneous. Under Cleveland's 
first administration only $9,000,000 of 
gold V.-P.S shipped out of the United 
States. At the close of his first term 
the Treasury was overflowing with sold, 
the national debt was being steadily 
reduced, and '-the condition, 
not 


theory," that confronted the Govern- 
ment was to get rid of the surplus. 
During the four years of Harrison's 
administration 
tho gold shipments 


from tho United States to Europe 
amounted to $213,000,000. At the com- 
mencement of Cleveland's second term, 
just three years ago, the gold in the 
Treasury was reduced to within a few 
millions of the $100,000,000 reserve, and 
it is stated that bonds were prepared 
by Secretary Footer a few months be 
fore he retired from the Treasury to bs 
sold for sold. Now during the three 
years of Cleveland's second adminis- 
tration $181,000,000 of gold has been 
exported, making the exportations for 
seven years under Cleveland $190,000,- 
000, and for four years under Han ison 
$213,000,000. 
In seven years, undei 


the single gold standard, about $400, 
000,000 of gold has been exported from 
the United States, and the drain con 
tinues uninterruptedly. 
Should th< 


gold standard policy prevail foi ,jeven 
years more there would scarcely bo a 
$20-piece left in the United State?, snc 
tho bonded debt would be increased 
proportionately with the exportation 
of gold. 


In 1893, when Congress was convene* 


to repeal the Bullion Purchi.so Act 
Senator Sherman and others, who ar 
held up to the public as the gre 
living financiers, told the people ir 
Congress and on the platform thtt th 
piss4ge of the Repeal bill would le 
store confidence. Well, the bill prissie. 
after .1 three months' struggle, in ••.lur 
the silver men v.ere overpowered b; 
superior numbers. It did not isstor 
confidence, however, and since jta pas 
sage $162,500,000 in bonds have bee 
issued for gold to e.xpoit to F.nrope 
Now every Kepublifan on thd 8 
FinanceCommittee declares that tliepas 
sage of an Act to prohibit the issuanc 
of bonds would be a viitual lepeal o 
the Resumption Act. So that to main 
t'xin confidence interest-bearing bonds 
payable in gold, must be issued ever 
time the gold trust desires to make u 
investment. An unscrupulous comb 
nation of money lenders on both side 
of the Atlantic controls the fluanci 
pulicy of the United States and use 


' the machinery of the Government 


further its schemes.

THE PRESIDENTIAL PROPHET. 


CONGIiKSSIONAL 
PROCEEDINGS. 


Dr. Keiser of Washington City is 


known as the Presidentinl prophet. 
He is a noted spiritualist and he claims 
by virtue of his communications with 
spirit land to foretell future event". 
While peoples who have no wheels in 
their heads will dispute this claim, 
they admit that Dr. Keiser is a good 
guesser if nothing more. He has fore- 
told all Presidential nominations f or.the 
last twenty-five years and his predic- 
tion early in 1880 that General Garfield 
would be tho Republican candidate 
for President attracted much atten- 
tion. Possibly he knew of the con- 
spiracy, which Senator Sherman refers 
to in his reminiscences, to nominate 
Garfield and in that way acquired his 
knowledge from 
the 
bosses rather 


than from the spirits, but at any rate 
bis prediction was verified at the Re- 
publican National Convention. 
Dr. 


Keiser also predicted the nomination 
of Grover Cleveland and now he says 
Senator Cullom of Illinois is to be the 
leader of the Eepnblicans at the en- 
suing Presidential election. 


Dr. Keiser is not a ciank nor is he 


seeking notoriety, so those who are ac. 
quainted with him say. 
He is a be- 


liever in spiritualism and his confi- 
dence in the revelation of the spirit 
world. He is not acquainted with Sen- 
ator Cullom, but he is confident that 
he will be the nominee of the Republi- 
can party for President when the 
National Convention meets. 


I.l\eljr Ilebate In the Senate. 


WASHINGTON, February 26.—In the 
enate to-day Allen said that he would 
ssure sufficient Populist votes to give 
majority in the Senate if tho passage 
f the Tariff bill was accompanied by 
he adoption of n free silver amend- 
ment. 


The Populist Senators are ready to 


wallow your nauseating and unjust 
ariff measure," s'lid Allen, "if you wil! 
lace silver on equal terms with gold." 
Baker asked if Allen would ugree to 
eliver six Populists' votes for the 
'ariff bill with an amendment restrict- 
ng the coinage to the silver produced 
iy American mines. 
Allan replied no. Lindsay offeree 
n amendment to tie Tariff resolution 
if Carter, directing the Finance Com 
mittee to report back the repeal of th( 
ine-eighth differential duty on sugar 
barter took tho floor for a speech de 
fining his attitude on the Tariff bill 
le spoke with great earnestness anc 
deliberateness. His statement that lie 
iad no apologies to offer waa deliverec 
with explosive force. He said that dur 
ng the business depression of the las 
wo years "a spark of geniua appeared 
a one of toe most determined men 
,hat this country has ever known. 


"When the history of our time 


shall be written Cleveland will bo ac 
corded the honor of having displayei 
the most marvelous political tact o 
any man of his time." He said tbsi 
the Republicans had not maintains 
:he Minneapolis platform declaiing fo 
bimetallism, and he declared that i 
the paity platform in St. Louis an- 
nounces that the Minneapolis plank on 
bimetallism was a delusion, fraud and 
snare, then it would be better for the 
Republican party at St. Louis to make 
no nomination for President. 


A debate occurred between Joller 


and Sherman, the former saying that 
the latter had become a gold mono- 
metallist, and Sherman replying that 
he, like all bimetallists, wanted a dol- 
lar worth a dollar. Sherman declared 
that every State east of the Missouri 
river was for bimetallism, as he undei- 
stood it, and that there was a growing 
feeling of doubt in the silver States as 
to the advantages of the free coinage of 
silver. 


Brothers Kill Jiacli Other. 


LONDON, Ky., February 26.—Milford 


and Felix Fee, brothers, were shot to 
death by each other on Slater's Fork, 
nine miles above Harlan Courthoupe 
yesterday, and John Fee, a cousin of 
the two men, was seriously injured 
while acting in the role of peacemaker.

Mud 
Ten Thousand 
Craters Ejecting 


Flame and "Water. 


The Yuma, Arizona, dispatch says the 


Cocopah volcanoes, seventy-five miles 
southwest from Yuma city, are ia 
violent eruption. Those on the plains 
aie throwing out water, stone and mud, 
while the dry ones and solitary ones in 
tho mountain range pour smoke forth 
by day and flame by night, plainly seen 
at a point fifteen miles west of Yuma. 
There are 10,000 of these volcanoes 
on this plain, twenty-five miles north of 
the base of the mountains. They are 
active only at times, when the roar of 
their woikings can be heard for twenty 
miles.
